considered 
autonomy 
under 
the 


Americans preferable to independence. 


The Filipino congress tried him on 


the charge of treason and a heated 
debate over autonomy followed. Fin- 
ally, the colonel was sentenced to 
t'eath, but this was commuted to 
twelve years' imprisonment on ac- 
count of his previous services to the 
cause, after an eloquent plea upon 
the part of his counsel. 


Colonel Arguelles is one 


most conservative and respected men 
identified with the insurrection. 


The rebels have learned that the 


American volunteers are returning 
to the United States and the Filipino 
newspapers show that they construe 
this to mean that the Americans are, 
abandoning the war and are encour- 
aged thereby.

ADMIRAL DEWEY IN CEYLON. 


Colombo, Ceylon, June 22.—The 


United States cruiser Olympia, with 
Admiral Dewey on boaid, ai rived 
here at 6 o'clock a, m. from Singa- 
pore, June 15, saluted the forts 
ashoie and was saluted by the latter 
in return. 


An aid-de-camp representing the 


governor of Ceylon, Right Hon. Sir 
Josfpb West Ridgeway, boarded the 
Olympia at 7 o'colck this morning, 
in order to welcome Admiral Dewey, 
and Colonel Savage, commanding 
tho troops, called at 10 o'clock. The 
visits were returned by Admiral 
Dowey at 11 o'clock. He was re- 
tcivcd at the jetty by a guard of 
honor and, amidst cheering, drove in 
the governors carriage to breakfast 
with Colonel Savage. 


The admiral afterwards booked 


rooms at the Gallofice hotel and re- 
tmnrd on board the Olympia at 1 
o'clock. There he received a deputa 
tion lepresenting the Planters' asso- 
ciation and the chamber of com- 
merce and whs presented with a sil- 
ver casket and an address as a me- 
mento of his visit. 


The admiral will remain in Cey- 


lon about a week.

KILLING HINTED AT. 


San Francisco, June 22.—The Ex- 


aminer prints a story strongly inti- 
mating that John H. Reynolds, a 
wealthy member of the Casual de- 
tachment at the Presidio, was shot 
and killed while trying to pass the 
lines on Sunday morning. 
It is 


stated that members of the detach- 
ment say Reynolds was shot down 
by Wm. G. Harris, of company I, 
Twenty-fburth infantry, 
and that 


Harry Watts, John Tyrrell and Har- 
ry Barton, also members of the Cas- 
ual 
companies, 
were wounded by 


Trooper Wm. Sheehan, of the Fourth 
cavalry. Barton is alleged to be in 
the post hospital with bullet wounds 
in the left forearm and left side. The 
men were attempting to gain their 
quarters after having visited several 
down-town resorts, when it is al- 
leged they were discovered by the 
guards and fired on. Colonel Free- 
man, in charge of the Presidio res- 
ervation, Colonel Babcock, of Major 
General Shatter's staff, and other of- 
ficers declare that they 
have no 


knowledge of the killing of Reynolds 
and did not believe that the current 
reports are true.

Washington, June 22.—The secre- 


tary of state has received a dispatch 
from Hon. Bartlett Tripp, 
United 


States commissioner at Samoa, say- 
ing that peace had been restored in 
the island; the commission had sus- 
tained the decision of Chief Justice 
Chambers in the contested case of 
the election of the king; that Malie- 
toa Tanu has resigned; the kingship 
was to be abolished and a provisional 
government established. 


As far as the state of affairs in Sa- 


moa and the program for the future 
proposed by the commission are dis- 
closed in Mr. Tiipp's brief cablegram, 
they are satisfactory to the state de- 
partment. In the view of the state 
department, most of the program is 
not final but subject to the approval 
of the 
three governments party 


to the treaty of Berlin. This is true 
of the projected abolition of the king- 
ship, an office especially provided foi 
in the treaty. There is little doubt 
that our government will consent at 
once to this provision as soon as it is 
made appaient that the government 
of Samoa, who is to succeed to the 
control of affairs in Samoa, will be 
selected in such manner as to insuie 
impartiality towards the 
lesidents. 


The fact that 
the commission has 


unanimously sustained the decision 
of the chief justice in disqualifying 
Mataaia and seating Malietoa Tanu 
on the throne is particularly gratify- 
ing to the authorities here. Admiral 
Kautz's first action upon arriving at 
Apia was to decide that Chief Justice 
Chambers must be maintained. The 
commission hWing found that Mr. 
Chambers' decision was right, it fol- 
lows that the admiral's action was 
also correct, and so the talk of prefer- 
ence of claims against the 
United 


States for damages resulting 
from 


his action will come to nothing.

Jdis. William Ropa, wife of the 


maiket master, met with a violent 
death today, the result of an assault 
by a tramp. 


About 8 o'clock this morning Mrs. 


Ropa went to the barn in the rear 
of her house, No. 27 Wall street, to 
feed the chickens. Stretched out on 
the floor was a ragged tramp, who 
had probably made the place his bed 
duiing the night previous. He arose 
when Mrs. Ropa entered the barn 
and tried to pass her. 
The, woman 


was f lightened but 
grabbed the 


strangei, who caught her by the 
thi oat, finally loosening her grasp. 
He ran from the premises and the 
badly scared woman rushed to the 
house and told of the assault. 
Neighbors were notified and the in- 
cident was reported to the police 
with as complete a description of the 
tramp as it was posible for Mrs. 
Ropa to give. 


The woman's condition was deplor- 


able. 
She was very nervous and 


suffeied, too, from the choking the 
tramp had given her. 
At first her 


condition was not considered danger- 
ous and members of the family who 
had gone to her home as soon as they 
heard of the assault, returned to 
their work. The woman's condition 
grew rapidly worse and at noon it 
was feared that she would die. The 
members of the family were again 
huiriedly called and arrived only in 
time to see the loving wife and 
mother alive for a few moments, as 
she died at 1:30 o'clock. 


The result of the assault created 


much excitement and neighbors have 
been searching everywhere for pome 
tiace of the desperate fellow, whose 
attack undoubtedly caused the wo- 
man's death. 
The description fur- 


nished the police by Mrs. Ropa is as 
follows: 
Her assailant was short, 


heavy set, wore a brown suit of 
clothes, a brown soft hat and a two 
or thiee weeks' growth of whiskers 
on his unshaven face. It was impos- 
sible for the lady to give a more ac- 
cuiate description.

Many Goo* Roads and Plenty of 
Open Ground, bnt Flrldi Difficult to 
March In—Fighting Method* of the 


1 ln»ora;«nt«—Kmtlom and t'oitnmei 


ttt the American*. 


Army service in the Philippines, 


thongh performed 
tinder conditions 


akin to those met by our forces last 
year in Cuba, differs therefrom in cer- 
tain particulars that may be called lo- 
cal. To begin with, a comparison of 
the terrain, always an important factor 
in any military undertaking, is, so far 
as we may yet determine, in favor of 
these islands. The operations of our 
troops have been confined to a section 
little cut up by ravines and with only 
gentle elevations. Indeed the country 
is bnt little more diversified than a roll- 
ing country would be, with small 
streams intersecting, sufficient in num- 
ber to afford water for the troops, bnt 
seldom large enough to be serious ob- 
stacles, says the New York Tribune's 
correspondent, 
evidently an 
active 


army officer, writing from near La 
Loiiiu church, P. I. .under date of May 3. 


Along the seacoaat, or bay shore, 


notably near Malabon, some swampy 
ground exists, and the immediate vicin- 
ity of Leguna de Bay is also low and 
marshy. But once back in the interior 
the soil is of a sandy appearance, with 
an occasional outcropping of a close, 
gray, shalelike rock, thongh I believe 
the rock is of volcanic origin. It is this 
underlying rock bed that makes rice 
cultivation on the uplands practicable, 
as it forms a hardpan to hold the sur- 
face water, and, as it lies near the sur- 
face of the ground, its effect is to turn 
the fields into lakes when the rainy 
season is on. 


The soil, though appearing sandy, is, 


however, of a clay, and when wet very 
like the "gumbo" of the western 
states. Any one who has marched or 
hunted over "gumbo country" will 
recall that stiff, waxy mud that the 
shoe gathered and that would not be 
shaken off, rendering the rnaich or 
tramp almost doubly wearisome. There 
are many thickets of bamboo that tears 
with its keen curved thorns, but they 
are of limited extent and may with 
care be worked through, especially 
•when men are excited. 


In marked contrast to the jungle 


aronnd Daiquiri, that seemed every- 
where and unending, is the amount of 
open ground here prevailing. The open 
places are devoted to rice, with occa- 
sional banana or pineapple gardens near 
the villages, and, since the ground is 
seldom other than sloping, the surface 
is checkered with innumerable ridges 
from one to three feet in height, every- 
where winding and crossing, as the 
builders have, with wonderful skill 
and immense labor, converted acres 
and acres of hillside and valley into 
sweeping terraces. These terraces are 
seldom of greater width than 50 yards, 
with cross ridges at frequent intervals, 
the whole making a movement over a 


si-icefield one of the most leg weary 
things imaginable. The height of the 
ridges is such that an extra effort has 
always to ba made to carry the foot 
clear of the obstruction. A night march 
over such ground is positively danger- 
ous. 


In the advance on the insurgents' 


trenches near La Loma church on 
March 95 a ricefield some 1,200 yards 
across was passed over by the troops. 
The advance was made under fire, and 
beginning in the gray of early morn- 
ing occupied about 20 minutes. Over 
those ridges man after man stumbled 
and fell sprawling, only to rise and go 
down again a few yards farther on. 
Men under fire invariably grumble, and 
their propensity to swear under such 
conditions is well known. That morn- 
ing's advance, was no exception to the 
traditions of fighting, and when, as a 
slope a bit steeper than ordinary was 
reached, the -ridges were so near to- 
gether that it seemed at times ns if half 
the company was down. The drill regu- 
lations prescribe that a certain portion 
of an advance should be made "by 
rushes from cover to cover," and these 
ridges work out that idea to perfection 
when going over a level or down hil! 
bnt are exasperating to a man who 
wishes tc fire when the elope is upward, 
because the upper lying ridges mask 
the crest somewhat from the lower 
levels. 


In Cnba we rarely fonnd a good road, 


and it waa seldom that even poor ones 
existed. But here, radiating from Ma- 
nila, are many broad, well 
metaled 


communications. 
Some indeed that 


pass through low ground are built on 
the extravagant, but enduring Roman 
plan. Large blociks of stone, well fitted 
together and laidton a good foundation. 
As the traffic has'never been heavy, two 
wheeled bull carta being the only heavy 
vehicles on the island, the surface of 
the roads is but little worn, and troops 
and teams, even in heavy weather, 
make good progress. The country roads 
soon wear down to the bed rock and al- 
waysigive fair marching. 


The Spanish seem to be a race of 


buildters cf Bunken roads. At El Caney 
the Fourth marched up a road sunk 
some feet below the snrronnding coun- 
try, and from Manila northeast to San 
Francisco del Monte is a road that was 
built by the Spaniards in 1825. 
In 


places it is 20 feet deep, and for nearly 
the whole distance its depth is such 
that complete cover is given by its 
bankp to a marching cotamn. Bnt, its 
•ides being vertical an* of rock won 
wnooth by the heavy tropical rains, it 
is litile used by our troops. 


We have wen and known something 


of Apache canyons, and this-war is, in 
many particulars, not unlike a cam 
puign in Aviaona. Apaches seldom, i 
ever, made a stand np fight, and tbes 
Filipino* evidently prefer intrenched 
positions to the open field. In n«rl;

open. Ne«r Apolifo a ^portion of 
«ral MacArthnr'H division did ini 
find the insurgents in a fair field and 
deployed in modern formation of three 
Hues, bnt their attempt at attack waa 
faint hearted, and they soon fell back 
to the cover of their trenches. 


A striking thing is their almost uni- 


versally correct perception of the na- 
tural advantage's of positions. They 
invariably occupy the military crest of 
a slope, and their works have no mark- 
ed salients; they, however, go to an ex- 
treme in the depth of trench. Barely 
it? one fonnd from which aimed fire 
could be delivered, hence the dispropor- 
tionately large looses in supports and 
reserves. It will be remembered that 
at Santiago our second and third lines 
suffered severe losses, bnt it was due to 
the flat trajectory of the Spanish rifle- 
not, as is the case here, nnaimed fire. 


The insurgents are armed principally 


with Mausers, with a small proportion 
of Remingtons of antique model. Bnt 
their stock of "original ammunition" 
has run low, and they are using car- 
tridges of their own reloading. This has 
been done in the rudest manner, so 
their fire effect is much diminished 
thereby. They further rob themselves, 
fortunately for ns, of much of the real 
value of their arms by using overhead 
nnaimed fire. In other respects, nota- 
bly the use cf volleys at long range, 
they have made a great advance since 
the war began. It is not unusual to 
have them open up at distances exceed- 
ing 1,000 yards. Recently the regiments 
of volunteers of the Eighth corps have 
been partially equipped with magazine 
rifles, caliber .80, and the former su- 
periority of the insurgents over the old 
Springfield has been wiped out. The 
employment of sharpshooters by the na- 
tives has, I think, been exaggerated, 
and what appear to be sharpshooters 
are bnt individuals out of control and 
are not expert marksmen. 


The great heat makes it imperative 


that much latitude be allowed the men 
in matters of dress. A careful provi- 
sion is made that makes choice of wool 
or cotton, both for under and outer 
clothing, possible. Most of the men 
wear the blue flannel shirt with khaki 
trousers and leggings, but gingham 
shirts are supplied. Lightweight wool- 
en underclothing is worn by most of 
the men, their 
experience having 


taught them the undesirability of cot- 
ton when ctiff breezes blow on a man 
whose clothing is perspiration soaked. 
Though the thermometer rises to 96 to 
98 in midday, the nights in the field 
are uncomfortably cool, and the men 
seldom throw away their blankets, 
while the heavy dews make the poncho, 
or rubber blanket, the most valued ar- 
ticle of the soldier's equipment. 


The campaign hat that is persistent- 


ly miscalled a slouch hat we cling to. 
Many of the officers bought at Colombo 
or Singapore helmets of pith, of cork 
or fiber; some covered with white 
cloth, some with the drab khaki, but 
ripping through bamboo thickets or 
falling over the rice dikes has made us 
all go back to wearing the hat that we 
tried in the Texas chaparral or in the 
bnllberry thickets of Montana; the hat 
that Remington has pictured, the one 
Gibson "raked" so accurately, on his 
"No Hero." A man can sit on it, can 
lie down with it on, or, if the canteen 
be empty, can knock in the crown and 
dip and drink therefrom. Tommy At- 
kins introduced ns to khaki and flannel 
bands, but he looked with longing eyes 
on our drab hats. 


It is perhaps in the list of supplies 


furnished by the subsistence depart- 
ment that the greatest and best changes 
are made. Formerly the ration as issued 
for field service varied greatly from the 
one that a company command"!1 could 
draw in garrison, but here in the 
Philippines a variety of food is furnish- 
ed such as no soldier cf the seventies or 
eighties ever dreamed would be includ- 
ed in "straight issue." Heretofore if a 
captain desired to give his men such 
articles as evaporated fraito, prunes, 
split peas or condensed soups, they 
were boughi by him from the company 
fund, bnt now the depot commissary 
turns such articles over to regiments in 
great plenty. Fresh beef of an excellent 
quality comes from Australia, aa do al- 
so the potatoes. Cabbage, though not 
issued, comes from Hongkong, and not 
a freighter or transport arrives that 
does not discharge into the great store- 
houses, for sale to messes or individu- 
als, enormous stores of canned fruits, 
tobacco, pickles, jams or other craved 
for products of boine manufacture, 
even scores of barrels of "pop" 
or of 


ginger ale. 
We are devoting much 


thought to the comfort of men who can 
and do march by night through thick- 
ets of bamboo or brier; who charge at 
"awn 
through villages infested with 


mallpo'x and fringed with Mansers, 
vbose minute pnft's of smokeless pow- 
er are so fleeting that they add to nn- 
ertainty—all the while chaffing or 
oking the butt of the company, at 
imes wondering if the "old man" will 
round Aggie up this time." 
The American soldier requires much 


working of the mechanism that pro- 
motes discipline when peace is abroad, 
jnt let him go afield with Krag or 
Springfield on his shoulder and a double 
row of "originals" aionnd his waist, 
and you will hear but little of "ten 
dollars blind" or "a month and a 
month." The docket of the summary 
court is blank and judge advocates are 
rat creatures to swear affidavits. I 
doubt not that charges against ten en- 
listed men would comprise the total 
number preferred in MacArthnr's and 
Lawton's divisions since the advance 
on Malabon began on March 25.

Laughable Incidents of the War 


In Luzon. 


STORY OF A riLIPIHO ADVANCE. 


How Insurgent* Imitate the Ameri- 


can Warery and Thee Ron Away. 
Cruelty to * SpmnUh Captain — A 
Kaniaa'a Opinion of the Philip- 
pine*—Good Fare For Oar ttea. 


A private letter from a bugler in 


General MacArthur's command in the 
Philippines to his mother in Chicago 
relates a laughable incident about the 
Filipino method of warfare, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. 
The story of 


Colonel Fnnston's several advances and 
his wonderful command over men seems 
as well known there as in the United 
States. 


When, shortly after the fall of Ca- 


lumpit, General MacArthur sent a de- 
tachment against some insurgents who 
had thrown up breastworks on a shrub 
covered hillock, the Americans crept 
forward just before dawn and while a 
heavy rain was falling. With the first 
gleam of daylight they rose to their feet 
and ran forward silently until a hur- 
ried, nervous discharge of musketry told 
they were discovered. Then they yelled

For Selling- Oil m« 


Wlae to Caba and Porto Rle*. 
The exports of oil and wine from 


Spain to former Spanish dependencies 
werefcr many years an important item 
of Spanish commerce. In the fiscal year 
1800, when the trade between Spain 
and her dependencies was about nor- 
mal, the exportation from Spanish 
ports to Cnba alone amounted to 4,000,- 
000 pesetas' worth of oil and 12,000,- 
000 pesetas' worth of wine, a total 
equivalent to $8,000,000. In 1898 the 
oil exports to Cnba from Spain were 
worth 4,800,000 pesetas, and in 1894 
and 1895 they were worth 5,500,000. 
The Cuban war brought about a redac- 
tion of about one-half in Spanish ex- 
ports of oil, bnt the exports of Spanish 
wine to Cuba kept up to about 9,000,- 
000 pesetas. The Cnbaue, of course, did 
not buy Spanish oil and Spanish wine 
because of their intrinsic superiority or 
because of any patriotic considerations, 
bnt because the trade regulations in 
Cnba under Spanish authority discrim 
inated in favor of Spanish importers 
and exporters and against every one 
else. The importations of Spanish oil 
to Porto Rico have averaged 1,350,000 
pesetas for six years, and in 1895 theii 
value nearly reached 2,000,000 pesetas. 
The exportations of Spanish wines to 
Porto Rico have averaged about 1,000,- 
000 pesetas a year, and in 1890 they 
were worth 1,350,000 pesetas, says the 
New York Sun. 


Oil and wine are used in large 


amount in the Spanish West Indies, 
and the local demand for them is in no 
respect dependent upon political condi- 
tions 
It is under thcbe circumstances, 


in the opinion of many American deal- 
ers, that a new market opens for the 
sale of Ameiican goods in the Spanish 
West Indian islands, California supply- 
ing wine and oil in great abundance 
and being easily within the line of com- 
merce with Cuba and Porto Rico from 
Qalvestou and New Orleans, both of 
which are directly connected with 
southern California by railroad lines.

The industrial commission at Wash- 


ington recently heard a statement from 


Private Henry H. Kettering of Com- 


pany I of Greensburg, Tenth Pennsyl- 
vania volunteers, writes under date of 
May 7 from Cavite as follows, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch: 


"I went down to an old public hall 


last week and saw the cross upon which 
the Spanish captain who escaped from 
one of the boats during the Manila Bay 
engagement was crucified. It was cer- 
tainly one of the most cold blooded, in- 
human acts that man could possibly be 
guilty of. A friendly native was in the 
hall at the time I entered, and he told 
me the story of the awful murder. Just 
as soon as the captain landed on shore 
there was a band of natives awaiting 
him. He was carried to this hall and 
both bis hands and legs were nailed fast 
to the cross. He was then killed. 


"There is nothing that is too low or 


degrading for the Fil pinos. They are a 
treacherous lot of cutthroats who can't 
be trusted. They are far worse and r«- 
sort to more treacheiy than the Span- 
iards. They are liyty and do nothing 
but sit around and smoke." 


Frank Martin of Kansas, now in the 


Philippines, writes home: "Oar com- 
pany went on a scouting trip one day 
and saw many natives, all of us. If 
they had u cloth on their head, they 
would jerk this off just the same. I 
think that this goes to show that they 
have been harshly ruled. We Americans 
are not used to having people bow to 
ns like we were lords and kings. At 
first I did not think that tbis island 
was very good, but I have changed my 
opinion a great deal. The last ten miles 
of our campaign has been in one of the 
tot valleys that I have ever seen. It is 
just like the bottom land of Kansas, 
only better. There are any number of 
rivers, both great and small. The land 
is very fertile, and under modern culti- 
vation would grow almost anything. 
Theilants never dry up, aa hot as it 
get.', and there is always moisture in 
the gionnd. If they would offer me a 
qnaiter section I would think many 
times before I would come home." 


CALF'S BRAIN IN A MAN. 


Peculiar ReinlU of a Surgical Oper- 


ation. 


At Harmon, W. Va., Jay Lentz, 


foreman in the mines of the Great 
Western company, was caught under a 
fall of slate in the mines about three 
months ago. His skull was crushed, and 
Dr. E. C. Harmon and two other snr 
geons gave him np to die. A piece of hii 
brain, larger than a teacup, was broken 
away from the main body of the brain 
structure, and the skull covering it wa 
broken away, says the Pittsbnrg Die 
patch. 


After a few days the doctors bad tb< 


shattered brain cut away and dressed 
A healthy yearling calf was tied down 
her skull cut away and a lobe of brain 
removed and fitted into the cavity ii 
Lentz's head.- The wonnd was dressec 
and results awaited. The calf's hea 
was fixed up with one-half a brain lef 
in it. 


Both the man and the calf have pro- 


gressed satisfactorily, and the man ia 
neatly as well as before the operation, 
thongh his mental vigor is not entirely 
restored. The calf stands as though 
asleep till started, when it moves till 
interrupted in a direct line. It will not 
eat till its Jaws are started. Then its 
jaws must be stopped: by force, as it 
continues chewing when food ia re- 
moved.

Twentieth Kansas: 


"Oar rations have always been ex- 


ceptionally good and in abundance. 
Frozen fresh beef is delivered right np 
to the advance line. Today we have 
frozen beef from Australia and new po- 
tatoes froui Hongkong. We have about 
half as much distilled water as we can 
drink, sent out on the train every day, 
and canned goods of all kinds, jelly, 
jams and fruit, together with tobacco 
and cigars, may be bought from the 
'sales commissary' at m>t or wholesale 
prices in the United States. We get all 
the soft bread we want, and the hard 
bread is very fine, being put np in 
sealed tin cans containing 50 pounds 
net—the tin can being inclosed in a 
wooden box. Field rations consist of 
canned corned beef, canned salmon and 
canned tomatoes, while most of the 
bacon is of the finest. Taken as a whole 
they are superior to anything I ever 
saw during the war of the rebellion." 


Corporal Elmer M. Freiling, Com- 


pany L, Twelfth infantry, now at Ma- 
nila, has written to his friend, William 
Reitze of floboken, N. J., a long ac- 
count of the lighting in the Philippines. 
He says the troops are finding it very 
hard to get the upper hand of the Fili- 
pinos. "I am out scouting just now,' 
he writes, "and I have a dangerous job 
on hand. If the natives catch any of our 
men, 
the captured ones will never see 


their friends again on earth. 
They 


caught one of our doctors and killed 
him on the spot and cut him np. They 
mutilated him in an awful manner. 
That is the way they treat American 
toldieis when they get hold of them." 


Device l»r Whl«-li For Five C'enU 


More the Munic Con Be Stopped. 
A Rochester man has made an im- 


provement on the music boxes that play 
when a nickel is dropped through a slot 
in the top or side. His device makes 
these instruments just twice as re- 
munerative as they are at present, 
and at the same time renders him a 
public benefactor. By means of an at- 
tachment, which he »ays can be placed 
on any of these machines, the music is 
stopped instantly by slipping in another 
nickel. The device, according to the 
New York Sun, has already reaped him 
a handsome reward in the west, and 
one or two of the machines have been 
placed in Rochester. 


The device was originally intended 


to go with an instrument that, when 
started, would make BO outlandish a 
noiso that the one responsible for it 
would be willing to part with,a nickel 
to stop it. It has now outgrown that 
field and is in demand on instruments 
which made pretensions to harmony, 
but which by reason of age' or other 
disqualifications have become anything 
but musical.

P. E. Dowe of New York, president of 
the Commercial Travelers' National 
league. Dr. Dowe said the opinion of 
the commercial men at large was that 
trusts were a menace to the community. 
He estimated the number of traveling 
salesmen in the United States at 850,- 
000, saying that the census figures of 
60,000 "were grossly incorrect. The for- 
mation of trusts and combinations, he 
said, waa throwing a large number of 
these men out of employment. In giv- 
ing specific instances he said: 


The National Enameling and Stamp- 


ng company, which depends for its raw 
material upon the American Tin Plate 
ompany. has thrown a great many out 
f employment, and those retained havo 
lad their salaries reduced. The great 
obacco combines threw out about 3,000 
alesmen. 
Tbe Continental Tobacco 


•ompany telegraphed the discharge of 
ISO in one day 
The baking powder 


rnst has dispensed with all excepting 
half a dozen men. I know of two sales- 
nen discharged by the trust who were 
formerly in the employ of the Cleve- 
and Baking Powder company, one re- 
ceiving a salary of $5,000 a year, the 
other $4,500. Their routes with those 
of other discharged salesmen are cov- 
jred by one agent at f 1H a week. The 
bicycle trust will throw out 600 Bales- 
men gradually and will cut down agen- 
cies in every city. The chair trust will 
affect immediately more than 000 sales- 
men by cutting them out of tbe line. 


One man writes me the Union Bag 


and Paper company has thrown out of 
employment hundreds of salesmen. Tho 
number of salesmen out of work be- 
cause of the United States Rubber com- 
pany is 300, and the salesmen retained 
have been reduced to a salary averag- 
ing, so I am informed, $1,800 a year. 
The American Tin Plate company cut 
off about 90 out of every 100 salesmen. 
The American Steel and Bod company, 
I have been told, discharged 800 com- 
mercial travelers in one day. In giving 
these estimates 1 am not considering 
the office foice thrown out through 
trusts. The sugar and coffee monopolies 
have thrown out 1,000 salesmen, and 
made an average reduction in salary of 
those retained of $1,000 a year. The 
Standard Oil company employs fewer 
salesmen than any other concern in the 
mercantile world of one-half its capi- 
tal." 


Mr. Dowe said -that the trusts bad 


raibed the prices of the commodities 
they controlled from 5 to 100 per cent 
in almost every instance, except coffee 
and sugar. In these they were still 
fighting for control of the field. He said 
hiH figures in this line were absolutely 
correct, being from reliable commercial 
acquaintances. Among the examples he 
gave were: 


Iron pipe, over 100 per cent; tinware 


and enameled ware, about i!3 per cent; 
brass goods, (10 per cent; rubber over- 
shoes, United States Rubber company 
advanced prices 14 per cent on May 1; 
American Tin Plate company advanced 
prices something like 30 per cent; news 
paper, one-quarter to one-half cent a 
pound, and a further advance in pros- 
pect; book papeis, f» and 10 per cent; 
common soup, 33 to 50 cents a box; 
flint glass bottles will be advanced 10 
per cent or more; jobbers and manu- 
facturers of clocks have advanced the 
wholesale prices 60 per cent on account 
of tbe advance 111 metals; brass pins, 
33 per cent; combs, 1% per cent; rib- 
bons, 10 per cent. 


"The umbrella trust failed four years 


ago," said Mr. Dowe, "but it advanced 
prices whilo in existence, and after its 
break up tho return to legitimate and 
healthy prices caused u loss to the re- 
tailer through the stock on hand." 
Tbe witness concluded by saying that 
before leaving New York be bad been 
warned by a lawyer indirectly connect- 
ed with some of tbe trusts that he waa 
doing n dangerous tbing in sneaking 
before the commission, as he was liable 
to be "crushed like a caterpillar." 


Tbe only other important witness to- 


day was James H. Post of Brooklyn, a 
representative of the Mollenbaner Sugar 
company and the National Sugar com- 
pany of New Yoik. Mr. Post, referring 
to a list of sugar prices covering the 
past nine yeai?, showed that the margin 
between raw and refined sugar had 
fluctuated with tbe revision of the 
tariff and tbe entrance of competing 
companies into tbe field. Mr, Post said 
that as a general proposition bethought 
tbe American Sugar Refining company 
had influenced conditions for the good 
of the country. 


"Do yon think," asked Mr. Batch- 


ford, "that it would be a good thing 
for the American company to be in en- 
tire control of tbe field'?" 


"No," said Mr. Post. "I think tbe 


entire control of an article of universal 
consumption in the hands of any one 
set of men would be a very dangerous 
power." 


"That is what the trust aims at." 


said Mr. Batcbford, "according to Mr. 
Havemeyer'a own statement." 


"The business might get into the 


hands of men not so broadminded as 
Mr. Havemeyer," replied the witness.

The Nav- 
ragamett readied La Paz, near th< 
sonthcin end cf th« peninsula, and we 
no t-ooiier got ashore thiin wo heard 
that an American mining engineer and 
some Englishmen who owned the mine 
were prisoneis in their mining fhan- 
tiec, 40 miles back of Lit Paz, in the 
mountains. The. American had resented 
an insult, a quarrel followed, and the 
American killed two Mexicans. The 
friends of the latter swore they'd kill 
the Yankee and the Englishmen, too, 
and the latter were soon obliged to bar- 
ricade themselves. This siege had been 
on for several days when we dropped 
anchor. 


"As soon as commander Dewey heard 


of it he was veiy much interested. The 
nest day ho sent u mesionger to the 
Mexican colonel in La Paz, who had a 
gairison ot 000 soldiers there, asking 
him what he was going t.i do to give 
the American a tnul before he waa 
shot. 'Oh, lie got into the trouble1 Let 
him get out!' wild tlio Mexican. Com- 
mander Dewey didn't like tins reply, 
and the more he thought about it the 
angrier he got. The next forenoon he 
sent a note to the Mexican colonel toft- 
ing him that an American citizen's life 
was in danger, and that the man was 
entitled to a fair trial. He told the 
colonel that he would alow him just 24 
hours to rescue the American and pro- 
tect the Englishmen. If at the end of 
that time relief was not on its way to 
the little mining party he would bom- 
bard La Paz and burn it. 


"When we heard what Dewey had 


done, we were all frightened. 'Does he 
mean it?' we asked one another. As for 
myself, I was soon satisfied that he 
meant every word of it. I was in com- 
mand of the guns. We had only two 
old howitzers on the Narraganeett, the 
larger guns having been left tempor- 
arily at the Mare Island navy yard.

morrow morning and inspect all the 
small arms and ammunition.' said 
Dewey to ine. Then he called the men 
to quarters and estimated that of the 
crew of about 120 we could land 90 
able, armed men as a storming force. 
We drilled the men all that afternoon 
and far into the night. That night, on 
Commander Dewey's order, we steamed 
to a point commanding the principal 
streets of La Paza and trained the how- 
itzers on the town. By next morning 
we were all ready to begin a second war 
against Mexico. 


At daybreak a Mexican 
corporal 


came on board with a message from 
his colonel saying that the Narragan- 
sett's commander's request would be 
complied with. Early that morning we 
watched 800 armed Mexican soldiers 
start for the mining camp, and we kept 
the old howitzers trained on La Paz till 
the soldiers returned with the Ameri- 
cnn engineer. When Dewey reported to 
Washington on the matter, he mini- 
mixed the importance of it, and it was 
passed over as a ineie incident. Lien- 
tenants Harris and Wright were on thu 
Narragansett then, and Harris, 
at 


least, was with the fleet at Manila. It 
is somewhat singular that at that time, 
when we were expecting a declaration 
of war against Spain on account of the 
Virginius affair, Commander Dewey 
had his plans a'.l made to sail tho Nar- 
ragansett to Manila."

E. D. Belts, an artist of Chicago, 1'as 


invented a cannon which he asserts 
will prevent tornadoes in cve'y in- 
stance. He has offered it to the govern- 
ment for general distribution in tornado 
districts at the cost of manufacture. 


The annihilator is a small cannon 


with a weather vane and an air trig- 
ger. The weather vane is for tho pur- 
pose of aiming the cannon, which, rests 
upon a vertical pivot. When a tornado 
approaches, the vane, according to the 
Philadeldhia Press, turns the cannon so 
it points directly at tbe funnel shaped 
cloud. When the wind j caches a ve- 
locity of 65 miles an hour, it will spring 
the trigger and fire the cannon. The 
projectile fired into the revolving clond 
will throw it off its balance, and it will 
scatter into a harmless zephyr.

In marked contrast to the junglo

Tho open 
places aro devoted to lice, with occa- 
sional banana or pineapple gardens near 
the villages, nnd, since tho ground is 
seldom other than sloping, the surface 
is checkered witb innumerable ridges 
from one to three feet in height, every- 
where winding and crossing, as the 
builders havo, with wonderful skill 
anil immense. labor, converted acres 
and acres of hillside and valley into 
sweeping terraces.

The drill regu- 
lations prescribe that a certain portion 
of an advance should be mado "by 
rushes from cover to cover," and these 
ridges work ont that idea to perfection 
wheu going over a level or down hil! 
but are exasperating to a man who 
wishes tc firo when the slope is upward, 
because tho tipper lying ridgco mask 
tho crest somewhat from the lower 
levels.

Early that morning wa 
watched 800 armed Mexican soldiers 
start for the mining camp, and we kept 
tho old howitzers trained on La Paz till 
tbo soldiers returned with the Ameri- 
can engineer. When Dewey reported to 
Washington on tbo matter, be mini- 
mixed the importance of it, and it was 
passed over as a mere incident. Lieu- 
tenants Harris and Wright were on th« 
Sarrugausett then, and Harris, 
at 


least, was with the fleet at Manila. It
